> I have considered rub-on letters, but how would I fix them without 

> marring the surrounding finish, and can they be had in white anyway? 
Dan, 

Yes, rub-on letters come in white, black, and several other colors. 
They work well on, even on wrinkle finishes. I've been using 
white-on-black for years in homebrew gadgetry. To protect them and not 
end up with a mess, use a good clear finish on the xentirex panel. 
Krylon's clear enamel seems a bit fragile and not long-lived; I have had 
better luck with "Plasti-coat" (may not be spelled quite that way) clear 
enamel, sold at auto parts shops. It holds up well and doesn't attack 
the lettering. (This varies with brand of lettering & paint--check 
before doing anything critical!) It's best to do several really light 
coats--a thick coating is more likely to eat up the letters or do awful 
things to them as it dries. Lacquers, in my experience, are more likely 


to attack the lettering--YMMV, as they say. 


You can get individual letters on a sheet, in *manyx sizes and 
typefaces, very helpful if you want a close match to the original. Some 
electronics outfits also sell typical words for radio/hi-fi markings in 
sets, but in only one or two sizes and one face. (A basic all-caps 
sans-serif, very legible). 


Working on a dark surface, it can be hard to find the right positions 
for the labels. It helps to improvise a light table--even shining a desk 
lamp into the radio cabinet, or propping a front panel up on wooden 
blocks with a light close by and some white paper underneath will do. 
(That's why black-on-light is more common in home-made gear, btw). 


As for finding yellow-green, I don't know. You *might*x be able to 
improvise a non-opaque "wash" with well watered-down artist's arcylic 
paint, and brush it over the letters without it showing too much on the 
panel...very careful work with a brush removing the excess would probably 
result in a decent look. But dry-transfer lettering hasn't much "tooth" 
for the paint to grab on to. I've never done it but it's worth 
investigating...likely someone here knows a better way, though!

>You can clearcoat the lettering with certain types of coat that doesn't 
>attact the finish (but right now I'm at a loss to remember what it 
was). 


The safest clear coat to apply is acryllic enamel and the most common 
alternative would be acryllic lacquer. 


The lacquer, being solvent based, has a strong tendency to attack not 
only the lettering you tediously applied, but also to bubble and lift 
any underlying enamel finishes....like the wrinkle finish for example. 


Enamel, on the other hand, does none of these terrible things.
